“Wireless Whiskers” in War. 


“The use of wireless telegraphy has 
transformed the method of manoeu- 
vring,’’ Prof, Pupin stated. ‘The French 
system has a central station which 
covers @ radius of 200 miles and ef- 
fects communication with all points of 
the army.. Then there are many sub- 
gtations.~ The knap-sack station is car- 
ried about in. sections which weigh 
twenty pounds each by four men, and 
can be set up in five minutes. The 

aerial] wireless is carried by the air- 
abipa and the receiving. wire is tnailed 
—— the aeroplane. There is, of course, 

ground connection, but this fact 
—B limits the radius of the appa- 
ratus. Elaborate automobile stations are 
émployed, and even the cavalry. carry 
their stations, with the antennae stick- 
ing out in front of the horses. These

Slowly—~Extension Promised as

Federa) Reserve Board of the discount 
and purchase of bankers' acceptances. 


“This power is granted by the law, but 


the banks have not bean allowed to en- 
gage in buying acceptances pending the 
drafting of regulations. These were 
made public today. 

The statute says that reserve banks 
may discount acceptances, based only 
on the importation or exportation of 
goods which have a maturity of not 
over three months, and. are indorsed by 
at least one member bank. The reserve 
banks are allowed to buy and sell bank- 
ers’ acceptances with or without in- 
dorsement by member banks, The board 
has not fixed a maximum sum. or per- 
eehtage up to which reserve banks may 
+ invest in acceptances, but advises them 
to keep in mind, when tleing up funds 
in acceptances, not only the local de- 
mands to be accepted from their own 
members, but also the requirements to 
be met in other districts. 

On the ground that the acceptance is 
stjll in its infancy in the field of Amer- 
ican banking, the reserve banks are ad~- 


counting acceptances rather than in 
buying and selling. 

*‘ How rapid the development of the 
acceptance will be cannot be foretold, 
but the development itself ig certain,” 
the board says in its circular of instruc- 
tions. “‘ Opportunity is given by. the 
Federal Reserve act to assist the move- 
ment in this direction; the present regu- 
lations are to be regarded as a first 
step, and will be extended as circum-

“It is believed that it would unduly | jas 
restrict the development of the accept- 
ance business to keep it altogether con- 
fined within the. provisions requiring 
that acceptances in order to: be eligible 
for rediscount at a Federal Reserve 
bank must bear the indorsement of a 
member .bank, particularly in view of 
the further fact that the law limits the 
amount of acceptances which may be 
taken with the indorsement of a mem- 
ber bank to 50 per cent. of its paid-in 
capital and surplus. Having found it 
necessary to extend the scope of deal- 
ings in acceptances beyond these limits, 
the board has exercised. the authority 
conferred upon it. and has formulated 
regulations covering the purchase of 
acceptances ‘without invariably requir- 
ing the indorsement of a member bank. 
* The acceptance is the standard form 
of paper in the world discount market, 
and both on this account and. because 
of.its acknewledged liquidity _Mniversally 
commands a preferential rate.
